EXPENSIVE TO TAXPAYERS 


That nine miles of road in the Daytona 


special road district on the highway between 
Daytona and DeLand, which has been the 
cause of much discussion among members of 
the county board for these ,many moons, a 
cause of anxiety to the taxpayers and the 
cause of much trouble to automombile 
drivers, is proving an expensive proposition 
for the taxpayers of the New Smyrna special 
road district. The heavj travel diverted over 
the road from New Smyrna to DeLand be- 
cause of the inability to navigate that certain 
nine-mile stretch, is wearing out the road 
built by the taxpayers of this district and the 
road is now getting in bad condition. This is 
particularly true since the automobile bus 
line between Daytona and Orlando began 
running its heavy cars over the road, and 
the taxpayers in this district must foot the re- 
pair bills. Along this line the DeLand News 
says: 


Taxpayers of the DeLand-Lake Helen and New 


Smyrna road districts paid out about $75,000 for 
the building of a shell road between Lake Win- 
nemissett and New Smyrna, covering about 24 
miles. 
The road has been used reasonably for a 


year or two, and hao held up fairly well under the 
ordinary use to which it has been subjected. 
Now 


along comes the Orange Belt line and places on 
this run an immsnse transfer formerly used on the 
Camp Johnston road. 
This auto truck is entirely 


too heavy for use on any shell road—but there ap- 
pears to be no law by which the officials of the 
county can protect the county property. 
It may 


be possible to place the company • under bond to 
repair any damage done, and if this is possible it 
will be done. 


This road was built for the use of the public, 


not for the benefit of a truck as heavy as a freight 
car. 


Volusia needs a special law for the protection of 


its roads, if the entire state does not want a law, 
and we must have it at the next session of the leg- 
islature. 
Hillsboro and other counties have special 


laws for the protection of their roads, but west 
Florida representatives, where they have no good 
roads, prevented the passage of the law for the 
benefit of the entire state. 


Volusia county roads from the St. Johns river 


to Seville, and from DeLand to the Bast Coast, are 
in bad shape—very bad. 
Mow to repair and im- 


prove them is a problem. Shell will not stand the . 
present day heavy and fast traffic. 
The only 


"good" roads in the 'coaiity are,'first, the DeLand 
brick roads; ^eca'nd/ the Daytona asphalt roads, 
and, third,' the New Smyrna concrete road. Unless 
the J>«»t session of the legislature comes to the re- 
lief of the roads, by absolutely prohibiting the use 
of Unusually heavy trucks and autos at a fast rate 
of speed, the people of Florida will be bankrupt in 
an effort to provide speedways for people who are 
using the roads for business purposes. 
At the 


present time it seems absolutely impossible to 
get road work done at any price. 
All trucks are 


busy in the orange industry and it is impossible to 
get trucks at the present time to haul material for 
the roads. 
The board of county commissioners is 


advertising for bids for hauling shell onto the road 
between DeLand and Lake Helen, but it is doubt- 
ful if any bids will be received. It is a big problem 
and a hard one to solve. When labor is plentiful 
and cheap there is no trouble keeping roads in con- 
dition.

Editor Gilbert Leach of the Leesburg Com- 


mercial recently had occasion to make a trip 
by automombile from DeLand to Daytona. 
Instead of going by way of New Smyrna, as 
most automobile drivers do at this- time, he 
tried to negotiate the road direct, and here is 
what he has to say about it in the last issue of 
his paper: 


Going from DeLand, nine miles from Daytona 


there is a road that everybody should travel—once! 
It is unlike any other road dignified by the appli- 
cation of the name. 


There is something uncanny about that road. It 


seems so much longer than it really is. 
Of course, 


any rough going seems longer to the mile than the 


• usual smooth stretches one encounters on the re- 


mainder of the Million Dollar Triangle (0, yes, 
this stretch is part of that famous boulevard sys- 
tem) but this is different.

Then will come a flock of choppy little white caps 
capped with a colossal thankyma^am. if you know 
what that is. 
0, it is one altogether unique ex- 


perience, believe us! 


But there are ^ome compensations. 
One of 


them is reading the signs which abound along the 
road 
After you have been threshed about over 


the front seat and the cushion has jumped out of 
the back and batted you behind the right ear, you 
wish for bomeone to listen to choice Sunday school 
quotations that fairly burn within you and cry for 
utterance. 
About this, time you run into a bunch 


of little yellow boards on which is painted in black: 
"Talk to so-and-so." 


That-is about the most unhappy selection of a 


place in which to advertise you will ever find If 
you could do just whal thai bundi of signs says 
tor you to do, the fellow mentioned on the boards 


would suffer with burned ears for the rest of his 
natural life. 
But, as the gentleman of the signs 


does not state where he may be found and you do 
not find him in any of the trenches your car is 
momentarily jumping across, through and into, 
you gradually let him fade from your mind. 


The next thing you know there is a sign staring 


you in the face. 
True, it is set off a little to the 


right, but as you dodge about with your front 
wheels trying to find solid ground between the 
chuck holes, you can't help but look plump into 
the sign. 
And this one says: 
"City Limits; 


speed, 15 miles." 
Surprise hits you twice. 
In 


the first place you look about in the hammock to 
see some signs of the city that is mentioned. 
It 


isn't there. 
Finally, you decide that some of the 


boys last Hallowe'en must have carried the city 
limits sign off to the swamp. 
Then you remem- 


ber about the speed limit and glance at your in- 
dicator. 
It says seven miles an hour or less.

THAT RAILROAD 'K3RDER" 


Recently the News, in common with other 


newspapers, received a communication from 
the Florida East Coast railroad announcing 
that the railroad administration had decided 
to discontinue the practice of advertising the 
time of arrival and departure of trains, and 
that, therefore, this bit of information for the 
public should be dropped from the columns 
of this paper. The News believes, as does a 
large number of newspapers, that this is an- 
other effort to hamper government control 
and hasten the return of the railroads to pri- 
vate ownership. 
_ The people look to the 


newspapers for information regarding trains 
and if this readily accessbile means of impart- 
ing the information is withdrawn the travel- 
ing public will naturally feel more unkindly 
toward the system of operating the railroads. 


Editor Joe Earman of the Palm Beach Post 


doesn't believe Mr. McAdoo knows anything 
about this order and has written the director 
general about the matter, giving his personal 
opinions. 
, 


The letter from the F. E. C. railroad is as 


follows: 


The railroad administration has decided that the 


practice of publishing newspaper advertisements 
showing the arrival and departure of passenger 
' trains shall be discontinued throughout the country 
effective December 31, 1918, and under the circum- 
stances, therefore, it will be necessary that we can- 
cel our contract for advertising in your publication, 
with the last "issue of the current month. 
Will you 


kindly arrange accordingly, and accept our thanks 
for the many courtesies extended the Florida Bast 
Coast railroad during the past. 
Editor Earman believes this is an effort of 


somebody "down" the line to hamper the fed- 
eral administration of railroads and make a 
strenuous demand for the return of the rail- 
roads t6 private ownership. 
The "order" is 


so evidently hampering and so against com- 
mon sense that the News commends Editor 
Earman for taking the matter directly to the 
head of the railroad administration. 
Mr. 


Barman's letter to Mr. McAdoo is as follows: 


We herewith enclose copy of communication just 


received from Hon. J. D. Banner, general passenger 
agent Florida East Coast railroad, St. Augustine, 
Florida, and it will be observed wherein he states 
that the railroad administration has decided that 
the practice of publishing newspaper advertise- 
ments showing the arrival and departure of pass- 
enger trains throughout the country effective De- 
cember 31, 1918, shall be discontinued. 


It is the opinion of some that Mr. McAdoo, per- 


sonally does not know anything about this order; 
that it has been promulgated by railway managers 
with the hope that government railroad control 
will be further embarassed. In any event the pub- 
lic will be deprived of information regarding the 
schedules that have been published in newspapers, 
especially local newspapers on lines of the various 
railroads, that they should know, and they will be 
compelled to seek information by telephone or a 
personal visit to the railroad ticket offices and in- 
formation bureaus, and it is a well known fact that 
information bureaus and ticket sellers have an an- 
noying public, as they term it, to deal with, are not 
satisfactory, have never been and never will be. 


The Palm Beach Post, a Florida newspaper, 


would like to have an expression from your office 
regarding this important matter, which will be pub- 
lished in its columns. 


Now please don't get it into your head that we 


are "hollering" our heads off about the seventy dol- 
lars per month that we have been paid for this ser- 
vice by the Florida East Coast railroad. The facts 
are that it is a contract that has whiskers, mossy 
with age, and we have kept it invigorated, patting 
ourselves on the back, with the thought that the 
general public should know the arrival and depart- 
ure of trains. 
The price should have been raised 


long ago, considering the space used, and we want 
you to know the financial end of the proposition 
has no influence in writing you this communication. 
. Taking these advertisements out of the various 
newspapers all over the United States, covering 
the arrival and departure of passenger trains, will 
give the public a great deal of annoyance, and is 
a step, yes, a great stride, nearer private control. 


Why, even the postoffice under the Burleson con- 


trol has not taken off the mail boxes the hours of 
collection of mail, and here we have the people, 
who pay the money to keep the railroads running, 
deprived of the right to know when they can start 
on a journey by rail.

EXPENSIVE TO TAXPAYERS 


That nine miles of road in the Daytona 


special road district on the highway between 
Daytona and DeLand, which has been the 
cause of much discussion among members of 
the county board for these ,many moons, a 
cause of anxiety to the taxpayers and the 
cause of much trouble to automombile 
drivers, is proving an expensive proposition 
for the taxpayers of the New Smyrna special 
road district. The heavj travel diverted over 
the road from New Smyrna to DeLand be- 
cause of the inability to navigate that certain 
nine-mile stretch, is wearing out the road 
built by the taxpayers of this district and the 
road is now getting in bad condition. This is 
particularly true since the automobile bus 
line between Daytona and Orlando began 
running its heavy cars over the road, and 
the taxpayers in this district must foot the re- 
pair bills. Along this line the DeLand News 
says: 


Taxpayers of the DeLand-Lake Helen and New 


Smyrna road districts paid out about $75,000 for 
the building of a shell road between Lake Win- 
nemissett and New Smyrna, covering about 24 
miles. 
The road has been used reasonably for a 


year or two, and hao held up fairly well under the 
ordinary use to which it has been subjected. 
Now 


along comes the Orange Belt line and places on 
this run an immense transfer formerly used on the 
Camp Johnston road. 
This auto truck is entirely 


too heavy for use on any shell road—but there ap- 
pears to be no law by which the officials of the 
county can protect the county property. 
It may 


be possible to place the company • under bond to 
repair any damage dcme, and if this is possible it 
will be done. 


This road was bnilt for the use of the public, 


not for the benefit of a truck as heavy as a freight 
car. 


Volusia needs a special law for the protection of 


its roads, if the entire state does not want a law, 
and we must have it at the next session of the leg- 
islature. 
Hillsboro and other counties have special 


laws for the protection of their roads, but west 
Florida representatives, where they have no good 
roads, prevented the passage of the law for the 
benefit of the entire state. 


Volusia county roads from the St. Johns river 


to Seville, and from DeLand to the Bast Coast, are 
in bad shape—very bad., 
kow to repair and im- 


prove them is a problem. Shell will not stand the . 
present day heavy ajid fast traffic. 
The only 


"good" roads in the 'cotmcy are,'first, the DeL'and 
brick roads; ^eca'nd/ the Daytona asphalt roads, 
and, third,' the New Smyrna concrete road. Unless 
the J>«»t session of the legislature comes to the re- 
lief of the roads, by absolutely prohibiting the use 
of unusually heavy trucks and autos at a fast rate 
of speed, the people of Florida will be bankrupt in 
an effort to provide speedways for people who are 
using the roads for business purposes. 
At the 


present time it seems absolutely impossible to 
get road work done at any price. 
All trucks are 


busy in the orange industry and it is impossible to 
get trucks at the present time to haul material for 
the roads. 
The board of county commissioners is 


advertising for bids for hauling shell onto the road 
between DeLand and Lake Helen, but it is doubt- 
ful if any bids will be received. It is a big problem 
and a hard one to solve. When labor is plentiful 
and cheap there is no trouble keeping roads in con- 
dition.

Editor Gilbert Leach of the Leesburg Com- 


mercial recently had occasion to make a trip 
by automombile from DeLand to Daytona. 
Instead of going by way of New Smyrna, as 
most automobile drivers do at this- time, he 
tried to negotiate the road direct, and here is 
what he has to say about it in the last issue of 
his paper: 


Going from DeLand, nine miles from Daytona 


there is a road that everybody should travel—once! 
It is unlike any other road dignified by the appli- 
cation of the name.

lengths are not uniform. 
There will be a series of 


swells—ground swells—in fact such a long series 
of swells that they very naturally end in a burst. 
Then will come a flock of choppy little white caps 
capped with a colossal thankyma^am. if you know 
what that is. 
0, it is one altogether unique ex- 


perience, believe us! 


But there are ^ome compensations. 
One of 


them is reading the signs which abound along the 
road 
After you have been threshed about over 


the front seat and the cushion has jumped out of 
the back and batted you behind the right ear, you 
wish for bomeone to listen to choice Sunday school 
quotations that fairly burn within you and cry for 
utterance. 
About this, time you run into a bunch 


of little yellow boardb on which is painted in black: 
"Talk to bo-and-so." 


That-is about the most unhappy selection of a 


place in \vhioh to advertise you will ever find 
If 


you could do just what thai bunrh of signs says 
tor you to do, the fellow mentioned on the boards 


would suffer with burned ears for the rest of his 
natural life. 
But, as the gentleman of the signs 


does not state where he may be found and you do 
not find him in any of the trenches your car is 
momentarily jumping across, through and into, 
you gradually let him fade from your mind. 


The next thing you know there is a sign staring 


you in the face. 
True, it is set off a little to the 


right, but as you dodge about with your front 
wheels trying to find solid ground between the 
chuck holes, you can't help but look plump into 
the sign. 
And this one says: 
"City Limits; 


speed, 15 miles." 
Surprise hits you twice. 
In 


the first place you look about in the hammock to 
see some signs of the city that is mentioned.

That nine miles of road in the Daytona 


special road district on the highway between 
Daytona and DeLand, which has been the 
cause of much discussion among members of 
the county board for these ,many moons, a 
cause of anxiety to the taxpayers and the 
cause of much trouble to automombile 
drivers, is proving an expensive proposition 
for the taxpayers of the New Smyrna special 
road district. The heavj travel diverted over 
the road from New Smyrna to DeLand be- 
cause of the inability to navigate that certain 
nine-mile stretch, is wearing out the road 
built by the taxpayers of this district and the 
road is now getting in bad condition. This is 
particularly true since the automobile bus 
line between Daytona and Orlando began 
running its heavy cars over the road, and 
the taxpayers in this district must foot the re- 
pair bills. Along this line the DeLand News 
says: 


Taxpayers of the DeLand-Lake Helen and New 


Smyrna road districts paid out about $75,000 for 
the building of a shell road between Lake Win- 
nemissett and New Smyrna, covering about 24 
miles. 
The road has been used reasonably for a 


year or two, and has held up fairly well under the 
ordinary use to which it has been subjected. 
Now 


along comes the Orange Belt line and places on 
this run an immsnse transfer formerly used on the 
Camp Johnston road. 
This auto truck is entirely 


too heavy for use on any shell road—but there ap- 
pears to be no law by which the officials of the 
county can protect the county property. 
It may 


be possible to place the company • under bond to 
repair any damage done, and if this is possible it 
will be done. 


This road was built for the use of the public, 


not for the benefit of a truck as heavy as a freight 
car. 


Volusia needs a special law for the protection of 


its roads, if the entire state does not want a law, 
and we must have it at the next session of the leg- 
islature. 
Hillsboro and other counties have special 


laws for the protection of their roads, but west 
Florida representatives, where they have no good 
roads, prevented the passage of the law for the 
benefit of the entire state. 


Volusia county roads from the St. Johns river 


to Seville, and from DeLand to, the Bast Coast, are 
in bad shape—very bad.

Unless 
the J>«»t session of the legislature comes to the re- 
lief of the roads, by absolutely prohibiting the use 
of Unusually heavy trucks and autos at a fast rate 
of speed, the people of Florida will be bankrupt in 
an effort to provide speedways for people who are 
using the roads for business purposes. 
At the 


present time it seems absolutely impossible to 
get road work done at any price. 
All trucks are 


busy in the orange industry and it is impossible to 
get trucks at the present time to haul material for 
the roads. 
The board of county commissioners is 


advertising for bids for hauling shell onto the road 
between DeLand and Lake Helen, but it is doubt- 
ful if any bids will be received. It is a big problem 
and a hard one to solve.
